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First major variety discovery of that Early Half Dollar

(Santa Ana, California) - Professional Coin Grading Service (www.PCGS.com) has confirmed a new die 
marriage for the 1795 Flowing Hair Half Dollar. The coin was struck with a previously unknown obverse 
die and is now recognized as the new Overton 133 variety. 

It is the first new major die variety to be discovered on a 1795 Flowing Hair Half Dollar in more than 90 
years, according to PCGS. 

“The new die marriage was discovered by an advanced Early and Capped Bust Half Dollar collector who 
wishes to remain anonymous at this time,” explains Colorado coin dealer W. David Perkins. He submitted 
the discovery coin to PCGS and will be offering the 1795 0-133 Flowing Hair Half Dollar for sale. 

“This newly identified die marriage is significant as there has been only one other 1795 Flowing Hair Half 
Dollar die marriage discovered since the Haseltine Type Table Sale in 1881! And that new marriage, 1795 
0-132, was discovered prior to the 1929 Beistle half dollar book being published,” explains Perkins. 

The coin has been graded PCGS F15 Overton 133 and has the “Discovery Coin” designation on the label. 

“The discovery of this variety, struck from a new and previously unknown die mated to a known and pre¬ 
viously used reverse die, was previously sold as an unattributed piece, which highlights why having the 
experts at PCGS attribute your coins can be so important,” says PCGS President Brett Charville. 

“We at PCGS love stories like this, and we are also proud to have had the opportunity to grade and certify 
this piece as a discovery coin. With the 1795 0-133 Flowing Hair Half Dollar properly attributed and 
graded in our holder, it will ensure maximum security, value, and liquidity for the next collector who owns 
this outstanding rarity,” states Charville.

I recently read an article in the May 18 th issue of Coin World about Maundy Money of which I knew 
something about and decided to write an article for the Mint Master about it. The article was written by Jeff 
Starck, Coin World Senior Editor and John Andrew, Coin World London Correspondent and covered as 
well as a page and a half article can. I then began to do further research to more completely cover the sub¬ 
ject and put together an article regarding Maundy Money. Again, I previously had a basic understanding of 
these coins and their history and beginning my research really opened up just how extensive the information 
available was. The Maundy ceremony’s and coinage had its origins well over a thousand years ago and lit¬ 
erally could fill an entire encyclopedia volume. I gathered pages and pages of notes and was at times so 
overwhelmed that I wondered how I can even get started and put this information together in any semblance 
of a concise article. Well, here goes, and I hope that it is of interest to some and may bring to light just 
what Maundy Money is for those of you who may know nothing about it. 



Origins & History 

Royal Maundy is a religious service in the Church of England held on Maundy Thursday, the day before 
Good Friday. During this service the British monarch or other royal official distributes small silver coins as 
symbolic alms to elderly recipients. This is the Maundy Money and it is legal tender but does not circulate. 
Their numismatic value is significant, and the mintages are quite low. (usually less than 2,000 sets) The 
ancient origins of Royal Maundy can be traced back to the Bible, specifically to the instruction given by 
Jesus to his disciples the Thursday night before his crucifixion the following day. After washing their feet, 
Jesus told them “A new commandment 1 give to you, that you love one another; as I have loved you, that 
you also love one another. By this all will know that you are My disciples, if you have love for one anoth¬ 
er” Jo hn 13:34-35. The practice of demonstrating Christ’s love to the poor on Maundy Thursday can also 
be traced back to the fourth century, when deserving recipients had their feet washed and were presented 
with gifts of food and clothing. The tradition of making the number of Maundy recipients equal to the 
monarch’s age began in 1363, when the then fifty-year old King Edward III presented gifts to fifty poor 
men. This has continued thru today when at the age of 93 Queen Elizabeth distributed Maundy Money to 
93 men and women in 2019. 






Actual Coins 

Presently the Maundy coins are struck in four denominations, one penny, two pence, three pence and four 
pence. The denominations given over the centuries have varied sometimes only a single coin but not more 
than the four mentioned above. Until the 18 th century the coins given were from the general circulating coin¬ 
age but later in the 18 th century they evolved into the distinct non-circulating designs with slight modification 


The history of the Royal Maundy service dates to the time of King Edward the Confessor (1042-1066). The 
first Maundy money ceremony took place in the reign of Charles II, during which the king gave people undat¬ 
ed hammered coins in 1662. At this time all four denominations were used. In 1670 dated coins were used for 
the ceremony. The four denominations have been issued since the time of Queen Elizabeth I (1558-1603) at 
which time undated handmade sets were issued. The now familiar look of Maundy Money was established 
during the reign of King George IV (1820-1830) and from 1822 the service was carried out by deputies to the 
monarch. 


Until the joint reign of William and Mary in 1689 the sovereign had participated in the annual Maundy Cere¬ 
monies for four centuries. There is no record of any participation by a monarch at the ceremony after 1698 
until the Twentieth Century. George III and Queen Victoria both attended the Maundy ceremony at least once 
but did not take part in the service. During Queen Victoria’s reign in 1838 the decision was made to replace 
the gift of food with money and clothing which was distributed until 1882 which was later replaced with an 
additional monetary gift. Since 1882 only coins have been presented 

In 1932 King George V became the first monarch since the 17 th Century to personally present the Maundy 
purses to recipients. In 1936 King Edward VIII distributed Maundy money at Westminster Abbey, one of the 
few public commitments he was involved in prior to his abduction. The coins used bore the portrait of his fa¬ 
ther King George V as no coins were ready with his effigy. 







over the years to what they are today. 

Originally the gift of money was intended to be spent by the recipients as coins used prior to 1670 were no 
different from regular circulation coinage. In medieval times only the penny and groat (fourpence) were 
presented. In 1551 the threepence was added and in 1662 King Charles II issued an undated set of ham¬ 
mered coins comprised of all four denominations. 1670 was the first four-coin set which was dated. 



The design of the coinage beginning with Charles II displayed an interlinked litter ‘C” on the reverse of all 
four coins. This design continued under James II until 1688 when the letter “C” was replaced with the let¬ 
ter “I”. During the reign of William & Mary in 1689 the design was changed to depict a Crowned numeral. 
An oak wreath was used in 1822 on the back to the crown. The crown was changed slightly in 1888 but 
since then the design has remained unchanged making it the longest continuous coin series in British histo¬ 
ry. 

Maundy coins did not change shape, size or design when the nation adopted a decimal currency in 1971. 
The old system of 20 shillings and 12 pence to the pound was replaced with 100 new pence to the pound 
and a new set of decimal coins was introduced. The Maundy coins were unaffected by this change and 
each coin simply retained its numerical value as “new” pence. 

In modem times during the current reign of Queen Elizabeth II her portrait has undergone five changes on 
circulating coinage. However Maundy coins issued during her reign have used the original circulating por¬ 
trait first issued in 1953 

The coins are given in two different colored leather purses, one white containing the Maundy coins and one 
red which contains an additional 5-pound coin and a 50 pence coin from general circulation. Many times, 
when searching eBay or other auctions offering Maundy coins one will see them presented in a plush leath¬ 
er folding box usually with the date stamped on the cover. These boxes were never used to distribute the 
original coins at the ceremony but rather purchased or supplied to the owner or recipients in order to store 
and/or display their coins. Many of these boxes are still available and sold as sets today. 


All four, or whatever the number of coins distributed were originally struck in 0.925 sterling silver. This 
fineness was reduced to 0.500 in 1921 and later in 1947 when all silver was removed from coinage in Great 
Britain cupronical was used. However, the Maundy coins were not struck in cupronical but returned to 











0.925 fine sterling.

Maundy coins are special for several reasons, first they are struck in exceptionally low quantities, usually 
less than 2,000. Also, they have a direct connection with the Queen. She personally signs the order to 
strike them and usually personally distributes them to the recipients. The recipients are traditionally se¬ 
lected for their work in the church or local community. Queen Elizabeth has been personally involved 
with Maundy distribution more than any other British monarch and has been personally involved in all 
but one ceremony during her reign. 


Odds and Ends 

• Since 1727 the Maundy coins were minted specifically for the ceremony 

• 1731 was the first year that all four coins were distributed 

• Maundy coins since 1822 are still legal tender

Two great American rarities will return to auction in October: the finest-known 1794 
Flowing Hair dollar and the Dexter 1804 Draped Bust dollar.

Repeat sales of a coin at auction can be a useful barometer of the market’s health. On June 15, Legend Rare 
Coin Auctions announced that it will present Bruce More Ian’s collection of “the finest set of early Mint State 
dollars ever assembled” in October as part of its auctions at the Professional Coin Grading Service Members’ 
Only show in Las Vegas. 

All eyes will be on a 1794 Flowing Hair dollar graded Specimen 66 by PCGS with a green Certified Ac¬ 
ceptance Corp. sticker and on the PCGS Proof 65 Dexter 1804 Draped Bust silver dollar. 

The Dexter dollar is unique for a small D that was punched in one of the clouds on the reverse, though the 
punch is now attributed not to James V. Dexter, who owned it in the late 19th century, but to William For¬ 
rester Dunham, a Chicago collector who owned this coin between 1904 and 1939. Most recently, this Class I 
Original dollar, one of eight known that were struck in 1834 as presentation gifts for foreign dignitaries, sold 
in 2017 at Stack’s Bowers Galleries’ D. Brent Pogue auction, Part V, realizing $3,290,000. Legend expects it 
to bring $4,000,000 in Las Vegas. 

The Specimen 66 1794 dollar set a record for a coin at auction in January 2019 when it realized $10,016,875 
in a Stack’s Bowers Galleries auction. The winning bidders were Legend Numismatics principal Laura Sper- 
ber and Morelan, who released a statement after the sale saying, “We felt in our heart that this would be the 
very first coin to exceed the $10,000,000 barrier in auction and were in fact prepared to bid much higher in 
order to acquire this unique piece of history.”

COIN SHORTAGE

Recently I have been asked by several people about the coin shortage which has been publicized in the 
media. I personally have not experienced any problems when paying with cash and any time I have 
used cash I have always received the correct change. I heard on the radio this morning that a Chick-fil 
-A in North Carolina is offering free meals to their patrons if they pay with change. Many current 
transactions which have been occurring at fast food drive up windows I have noticed are requesting (or 
requiring?) customers pay with plastic. 

One interesting fact regarding this shortage is many people, both consumers and business, have been 
wary of the possible germs riding on our coinage. They are at times reluctant to use coins and defer to 
only plastic. I remember when I was purchasing large amounts of older coins and 90% silver I often 
had to manually sort large piles of coins and after the process would look at my hands and they were 
gray-black with the soil which came off the coins. I guess this ties in with the old adage about money 
being ‘filthy lucre.’ Another story I remember when I was growing up in San Francisco was that the 
Fairmont Hotel off Union Square employed a person who was a money washer. His job was to take 
all the incoming coins from the various tills in the hotel or coins delivered by brinks and before they 
would be used as change to wash them. This was done by using a device like a rock polisher and tum¬ 
ble them with soap and solvent to clean them. This was primarily during a time when women wore 
white gloves and the upscale hotel didn’t want their patrons to get their hands or gloves soiled. I’m 
sure that if you were to receive change at the Fairmont in the 1950’s or 60’s one thing you wouldn’t 
have to worry about is receiving any in MS-65 grade. 

The Mint has reported that the number of coins in the economy has not changed but only the flow of 
coins has been disrupted. The general flow of coins is from business to local bank to federal reserve to 
U.S. Mint and vice versa. With many businesses closed this has tied up whatever coins were in their 
stream and slowed down the remaining coins. People are going out and shopping less frequently and 
then only when necessary, this has also had an impact. 

Although for a short time the U.S. mints in Denver and Philadelphia were shut down it has been an¬ 
nounced that since mid-June they have been operating at full capacity. The mints produced 1.6 billion 
coins in June and have ramped up minting of all circulating denominations. They also estimate that 
for the remaining months of 2020 the expected production will be 1.65 billion coins per month. This 
compares to only 1 billion coins per month for 2019. 

As of April 2020, the U.S. Treasury estimated that the total value of coin in circulation was $47.8 bil¬ 
lion, also higher that the same time in 2019 when it was estimated to be $47.4 billion. 

So bottom line, there are actually more coins available today but due to the change in business due to 
COVID much of the supply is either tied up or in limbo and not readily available for commerce. This 
shortage hopefully will be alleviated shortly and hopefully business will soon get back to normal, I 
hope, I hope.

2020 World's Fair of Money Officially Cancelled 

The American Numismatic Association (ANA) Board of Governors voted on July 14 to officially cancel the 2020 
World's Fair of Money. The show was originally scheduled for August 4-8 in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania; however, 
COVID-19 restrictions made continuing with the Pittsburgh event unfeasible, and the Board voted in mid-June to 
postpone the event while it considered alternate sites and dates. The July 14 vote effectively terminated any further 
research and planning for a replacement location for the 2020 show given the current coronavirus situation and the 
inability of the ANA to assure the safety of its members, dealers, staff and visitors.
